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Suggested Amendments to By-laws 
Article Ill- Membership 


Section 1- All members, spouses or significant others of members, in all membership categories 
(Proprietary, Non-Proprietary, Junior, Associate, Longevity and Honorary) of Astoria Golf and 
Country Club shall be eligible to participate, given the restrictions placed upon certain types of 
membership by the by-laws of the Astoria Golf and Country Club. 


Delete Sections 2 and 3 
Article IV- Fiscal and Financial Policies 


Section 1: In order to participate in daily games and other events, participants must select either 
of the following options: (1) pre-payment package; (2) pay and play plan. 


Section 2: Pre-payment Package: A pre-payment package shall be available to all members of 
Astoria Golf and Country Club. at an amount to be determined by the membership and payable 
by the beginning of March of each calendar year. Purchase of the package will entitle the payee 
to the following: 

Eligibility for payouts for day’s play on Tuesdays 

Entry into the Spring and Fall Tournaments and the Club Championship 

Entry into Guest Day, Field Day, Halloween Play and any other one-day events 

All complimentary breakfasts and luncheons included as part of tournaments or one day 
events

Section 3: Pay and Play Plan: Members wishing to pay per event will be charged an amount to 
be determined by the membership for the following events: 
a. Days Play 
b. Tournament entry fee into the Spring and Fall Tournaments and the Club 
Championship which includes prizes, breakfasts and/or luncheons. 
c. Entry fee into Guest Day, Field Day, Halloween Play, and any other one-day event 
which includes prizes, breakfast and/or luncheons. 
Section 4: To provide a guideline for yearly expenses, a proposed budget shall be presented at 
the April meeting for approval by the membership.
